Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with 
the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1951,  are  presented  in  Ex- 
hibits C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  D),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropria- 
tions of  $1,657.77,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $649.90, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $2,307.67. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:   (Exhibit  E) 

A  statement  of  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1951,  showing  annual  maturities  of  prin- 
cipal and  annual  interest  requirements,  is  contained  in 
Exhibit  E. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  F) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1951,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts, 
is  included  in  Exhibit  F.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  bal- 
ance as  of  December  31,  1951,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  G. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
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public  funds,  with  the  exception  of  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds,  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Bounties: 

It  was  noted  that  payments  had  been  made  for 
bounties  during  the  period  from  1947  to  1951,  in  the 
amount  of  $155.00,  for  which  the  Town  had  not  been 
reimbursed  by  the  State.  This  appears  as  an  asset  ac- 
count in  the  Balance  Sheet,  (Exhibit  A).  The  proper 
form  should  be  made  out  and  filed  with  the  State  for 
reimbursement  of  bounty  payments  by  the  Town. 

Road  Agent : 

Voucher  and  check  No.  660,  were  originally  issued 
to  Road  Agent  Walter  F.  Greenleaf  in  the  amount  of 
$278.00.  Subsequently  the  amount  of  the  voucher  was 
changed  to  $165.00,  the  actual  amount  of  the  payroll, 
but  the  check  went  through  and  was  cashed  for  the 
original  amount  of  $278.00.  Therefore  a  refund  for 
the  amount  of  the  difference,  $113.00,  should  be  made 
to  the  Town  by  the  Road  Agent.  This  account  has  been 
included  in  the  Balance  Sheet  as  an  asset  item. 

Dog  Licenses  (1949)  due  School  District: 

The  amount  of  the  1949  dog  license,  $183.90, 
should  be  paid  to  the  School  District  by  the  Town,  as 
the  new  law  which  transferred  dog  license  funds  from 
School  District  to  Town  revenue  did  not  become  effec- 
tive until  1950.  This  account  is  included  as  a  balance 
sheet  liability  item. 
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Yield  Taxes— Levy  of  1951: 

It  was  found  that  the  warrant  for  the  1951  yield 
taxes,  in  the  amount  of  $2,148.11,  was  not  committed 
to  the  Collector  until  January  18,  1952.  For  accounting 
purposes,  however,  the  amount  of  the  yield  tax  war- 
rant was  charged  to  the  Collector  in  the  summary  of 
the  1951  warrant  and  included  in  the  amount  of  un- 
collected 1951  taxes  with  which  he  was  credited  as 
of  December  31,  1951.  (Exhibit  H.) 

Conclusion : 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officials  which  we  exam- 
ined were  found  in  good  order  and  the  accounting  and 
financial  procedures,  with  exceptions  as  herein  indi- 
cated, conformed  to  prescribed  methods. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary 
of  its  essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  town  report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Holderness  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  the  audit.

Nellie  Calley  made  a  motion  to  recess  the  meeting 

until  8:00.  Seconded  and  voted. 

At  8:00  meeting  reopened  by  moderator  Guy  S. 
Davison. 

I.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  clerk  cast 
one  ballot  for  Archibald  Stark  for  moderator  for  the 
coming  year.  This  done  and  Archibald  Stark  receiving 
the  required  number  of  votes  was  declared  elected.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

A  Centralized  School  for  Holderness 

The  district  voted  in  1950  to  build  a  centralized 
school.  In  1951  the  sum  of  $5,000  was  set  aside  to 
start  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the  building. 

Since  the  district  has  voted  for  the  school,  the 
school  board  assumes  that  each  year  an  article  should 
appear  in  the  warrant  under  which  the  district  may 
raise  or  borrow  the  money.  Voting  any  question  of 
raising  money,  however,  is  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  budget  committee.  Building  materials  are  hard  to 
get  and  costs  are  high  at  this  time,  but  there  seems 
small  prospect  of  any  decrease  in  the  near  future.  By 
putting  off  this  project  from  year  to  year  we  are  de- 
priving our  children  of  facilities  which  most  towns 
in  the  state  are  finding  a  way  to  provide. 

Our  teachers  are  experienced  and  capable,  and 
most  of  our  children  give  a  good  account  of  themselves 
in  high  school,  but  they  deserve  a  better  educational 
opportunity  and  environment  than  we  can  give  them 
with  the  limited  facilities  of  our  present  one-room 
schools.  The  school  board  this  year  is  offering  to  pupils 
in  grades  7  and  8  the  privilege  of  attending  junior  high 
school  in  a  neighboring  town,  tuition  to  be  paid  by  the 
district  but  the  parent  to  provide  transportation. 

School  Marks 

A  marking  system  is  a  plan  for  reporting  to  par- 
ents the  work  that  children  do  in  school.  Teachers  and 
other  school  officials  differ  in  their  opinions  as  to  what 
kind  of  marking  system  is  best,  but  we  all  agree  that 
parents  should  have  a  clear  understanding  of  how 
their  children  are  succeeding  in  school. 

The  chief  objection  to  the  traditional  plan  of 
school  marks  is  its  emphasis  on  comparing  one  child 
with  another.  Whenever  report  cards  are  given  out, 
the  pupils  hurry  to  look  at  each  other's  cards.  "What 
did  you  get?  I  got  an  A!"  is  heard  on  the  playground. 
The  disappointment  of  the  child  who  tried  his  best  and 
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only  got  an  F  is  indeed  hard  to  bear.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  pupil  who  gets  an  A  without  half  trying  is  apt  to 
develop  habits  of  getting  by  without  effort. 

In  the  primary  grades,  many  schools  have  found 
that  a  visit  from  the  parent  to  see  the  work  that  the 
child  is  doing,  followed  by  a  conference  with  the  teach- 
er, is  a  much  more  satisfactory  plan  than  the  use  of  a 
report  card.  Some  schools  are  dispensing  entirely  with 
the  traditional  card,  as  well  as  the  system  of  compara- 
tive marking  in  favor  of  the  plan  of  personal  confer- 
ences (or  possibly  letters)  between  the  teacher  and  the 
parent. 

In  Holderness,  the  plan  this  year  involves,  parent- 
teacher  conferences  for  all  pupils  in  the  first  two 
grades,  with  the  possibility  that  next  year  this  plan 
may  also  be  used  in  grade  3. 

State-wide  supervision 

Occasionally  it  seems  appropriate  to  explain  in 
this  report  the  New  Hampshire  state  plan  of  school 
supervision.  To  many  readers  this  is  a  familiar  story, 
but  others  will  find  it  new. 

In  New  Hampshire  all  public  schools  are  super- 
vised by  a  superintendent  who  is  chosen  by  the  local 
school  boards  and  employed  by  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation. With  the  exception  of  the  larger  cities,  the 
superintendent  serves  from  two  to  eight  school  dis- 
tricts, which  make  up  a  "supervisory  union."  Holder- 
ness is  one  of  six  towns  in  the  Ashland-Meredith  su- 
pervisory union,  others  being  Center  Harbor,  Moulton- 
boro  and  Sandwich. 

The  superintendent's  salary  is  paid  in  part  by  the 
state  and  in  part  by  the  local  districts.  Other  expenses 
of  his  office,  including  the  salary  of  a  secretary,  are 
paid  entirely  by  the  six  districts  in  the  union.  The 
amount  to  be  assessed  for  these  purposes  is  determined 
by  a  meeting  of  the  union  board  (all  six  school  boards 
meeting  together)  which  is  usually  held  in  December. 
The  total  union  budget  voted  for  the  vear  1952-53  is 


$8,641.  This  is  apportioned  among  the  six  districts  on 
the  basis  of  school  enrollment  and  adjusted  valuation. 
Holderness'  share  for  the  year  1952-53  is  12.3%  of 
the  total. 

Teachers  are  Scarce 

Fifty  years  ago  a  young  man  who  wanted  to  work 
his  way  through  school  could  stay  out  for  a  term  or 
two  and  teach  school  to  earn  money.  School  boards 
did  not  think  too  much  about  finding  teachers  who  were 
well  trained — anyone  who  was  strong  in  discipline 
would  do.  "Teachers  are  born,  not  made,"  was  a  com- 
mon saying. 

Today,  parents  are  not  content  to  have  an  unquali- 
fied teacher  for  their  children.  To  be  a  teacher,  one 
must  have  either  a  college  degree  or  some  experience 
in  teaching.  The  most  crucial  problem  of  public  educa- 
tion today  is  that  of  providing  our  children  with  teach- 
ers who  are  well  qualified.  Not  enough  teachers  grad- 
uate from  our  state  teachers  colleges  each  year  to  fill 
the  positions  that  are  open,  and  this  shortage  is  na- 
tion-wide. New  Hampshire  loses  each  year  100  or  more 
of  its  teachers  to  other  states  that  offer  better  sal- 
aries. 

Two  of  the  best  ways  to  halt  this  trend  and  to  set 
about  holding  our  good  teachers  in  New  Hampshire, 
as  well  as  recruiting  young  people  to  enter  the  profes- 
sion, are  to  pay  adequate  salaries  based  upon  a  defin- 
itely established  salary  schedule  and  to  provide  satis- 
factory conditions  of  employment.  Therefore,  the  State 
Board  of  Education  has  suggested  that  local  school 
boards  act  at  once  to  develop  a  salary  schedule  or  guide 
for  their  school  system.  Those  school  boards  which 
have  already  developed  and  adopted  salary  schedules 
can  testify  to  their  value  and  improved  morale-build- 
ing results. 

In  many  districts,  including  Holderness,  the  school 
board  has  adopted  a  salary  schedule  which  provides 
an  increase  of  about  $100  a  year  for  teachers  who  are 
doing  satisfactory  work.  Under  such  a  schedule,  a 
beginning  salary  of  $2400  for  a  teacher  with  a  bach- 
elor's degree  is  suggested  for  the  future.  If  similar 
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schedules  can  be  adopted  throughout  the  state,  more 
young  people  can  be  induced  to  enter  the  profession. 

For  the  year  1951-52,  the  average  salary  paid  to 
teachers  in  New  Hampshire  is  $2,940.  The  average  in 
the  Ashland-Meredith  union  is  $2,514,  and  that  of  the 
Holderness  teachers  is  $2,487.
